Location of Auditorium 

If you wish to go directly to the Au- 
ditorium from the station, take a Ros- 
slyn car and change at 19th St. and 
Pennsylvania Ave. The Auditorium is 
at 19th St. and New York Ave., three 
blocks west of the White House and 
two blocks west of the Corcoran Gal- 
lery, the Pan American Union, D. A. R., 
and Red Cross Buildings. The most 
pleasant way of approach from the hotel 
center is to walk west from 15th St. 
and Pennsylvania Ave. on Treasury 
Place (south of the Treasury Building), 
South Executive Avenue (south of the 
White House) and State Place (south 
of the State, War and Navy Building) 
and then two blocks west on New York 
Avenue.

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LIBRARIES AND PLAYGROUNDS 


What is your library doing with the 
playgrounds? 


What have you done? 


Perhaps, as in St. Louis and other 
cities too numerous to mention, you 
maintain branch libraries in field houses. 
Perhaps, as in Cleveland, you have 
made a test of book-wagon service to 
playgrounds. Perhaps you are popular- 
izing brief lists of books connected 
with recreation in some such unusual 
way as in Milwaukee. There the Library 
prepares and prints for the Milwaukee 
Municipal Amateur Athletic Associa- 
tion the annual calendar which contains 
the dates for the opening of the leagues 
in the various sports—baseball, basket- 
ball, bowling on the green, canoeing, 
curling, ice hockey, soccer, swimming, 
tennis, track and field events, volley ball. 
Under the heading for each sport is a 
brief and excellent bibliography with 
the library number of each book. 


Undoubtedly, you have created other 
opportunities locally which could be 
adapted by many public libraries. Send 
newspaper clippings or descriptions of 
these examples of cooperation with 
recreation leaders, to the Publicity De- 
partment, A. L. A. Headquarters by 
May 15.

‘and International Index, and the New 


York Times during the past year pub- 
lished fifty-two articles about the work 
of libraries. 

For some unexplained reason, how- 
ever, one of the most interesting phases 
of library cooperation, that with the 
great playground and recreation move- 
ment, does not appear this year among 
these popular articles, although stories 
about libraries on playgrounds have un- 
usual human interest and make not only 
for wider tax support but for a more 
intelligent understanding in the com- 
munity of the service libraries render.

industries, the A. L. A. Committee on 
Library Extension and the President 
and Secretary of the American Library 
Association met on March 26 in Chicago 
to discuss methods of promoting the 
spread of county libraries. J. O. Modi- 











—— 
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sette, chairman of the Louisiana Library 
Commission, because of his knowledge 
of rural conditions and because of his 
activity in library affairs, was asked to 
preside. Following is Mr. Modisette’s 
impression of the meeting: 


“Three days of continuous meetings 
and conferences on any one subject is 
usually enough for most of us. This is 
what the Chicago get-together was— 
three days of discussion, exchange of 
ideas and a sincere desire by an earnest 
group of people to further a much 
needed educational and cultural move- 
ment—the free county library. 


“The two general sessions on March 
26 were well attended by a variety of 
interests, and while I had the honor of 
presiding over these two assemblies, I 
contributed little to the discussion, but 
was a very attentive listener to the sug- 
gestions of others, many of whom spoke 
well and earnestly in the interest of the 
rural people. 

“These meetings to me meant this: 

“1. America must be made library 
conscious from center to circumference. 

“2. Rural America demands equal op- 
portunities with urban America in the 
matter of library service. 

“3. It is the problem not alone of li- 
brarians but of everybody to extend 
library service to rural populations. 

“4. That this can best be done by 
establishing county libraries, supported 
from the public funds and administered 
by trained persons. 

“5. That local, state, and federal aid, 
along with private aid may be had, with 


proper legislation and approach, so that 
all the people may enjoy the blessings 
of this one democratic institution—the 
free library and its unfailing service. 

“6. That all agencies, clubs, organiza- 
tions and the press, are ready and will- 
ing to cooperate when a definite plan has 
been adopted sufficiently elastic to meet 
the needs of all communities, and yet 
comprehensive enough to cover all in- 
telligent needs everywhere.”

SALARY STATISTICS 


Teachers College and Normal School Libraries 


The A. L. A. Committee on Salaries, Insur- 
ance and Annuities presents the following 
tables of salary statistics of teachers college 
and normal school libraries. It is the fifth 
compilation of this kind by the Committee; 
the figures of the first four compilations ap- 
peared in the March Bulletin, 1925 through 
1928. The division into teachers colleges and 
normal schools has been made from the infor- 
mation given by the librarians. 


Letters were sent out to librarians of sixty- 
seven teachers colleges and normal schools and 
to those who did not respond promptly a sec- 
ond letter was sent. Forty-five replied, but of 
these eleven asked that their replies should 
not be published, and one sent no statistics. 
Thirty-three schools are represented this year; 
sixteen have been listed in every compilation, 
four in all but one, two in three, eight in two, 
and three are new. 
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For the first time are included the student 
enrollment for the highest single semester or 
quarter of the regular sessions and for the 
summer session, giving the figures for the 
larger one, if there are two sessions. Exten- 
sion and correspondence students are not in- 
cluded. The months for which the librarian, 
professional and non-professional assistants 
are employed have been added as well as sta- 
tistics on student assistants. 

The salary of the librarian is the amount 
now being paid, not the possible maximum. 
For the professional and the non-professional 
assistants the minimum and maximum salaries 
now being paid in each group are given, not 
full salary schedules. If one assistant only 
classifies in either group, the salary paid that 
assistant is stated under the minimum. 

The term, professional assistants, is used to 
designate those who have: 


1. A bachelor’s degree, with one year of 
professional education; or 

2. A bachelor’s degree, with not less than 
three years’ experience in a library of recog- 
nized professional standing; or 

3. An informal education considered by the 
librarian as the real equivalent of four years 
of college work, plus five years’ experience in 
a library of recognized professional standing. 

If the work is purely clerical, the assistant 
is designed as a non-professional assistant. 
Part-time student assistants are not included 
under the heading non-professional assistants, 
but are entered under the heading student 
assistants. The minimum of high school prep- 
aration is presupposed. No provision has been 
made for typists, bookkeepers, stenographers, 
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shelvers, etc., who should not be included in 
the answers, but student assistants doing these 
tasks should be included. 

The salaries of ten of the librarians of 
teachers colleges remain unchanged. There 
has been an increase in eleven. Two libraries 
did not report last year, one did not report 
this year and one has not reported for the two 
years. No decreases are reported. One library 
was transferred to the teachers college group 
with the same salary. In the three-year course 
the salary of the librarian is increased. In 
the normal schools no change in one, a 
decrease in two; one is explained because 
the summer term has been discontinued. 

In the teachers college libraries the total 
amount of salaries, not including janitors or 
engineers, in sixteen shows an increase, in 
two remain the same, with a decrease in 
three, two not reporting last year and two 
not reporting this year. The one three-year 
teacher college has decreased the total amount 
of salaries. In the normal schools, there was 
one increase, one decrease, and one not re- 
porting last year. 

In the teachers colleges the budget, not in- 
cluding heat, light or janitor service, of two 
remains the same, fourteen show an increase, 
and one a decrease. One did not report this 
year, one did not report last year and one 
has not reported for two years. Five could 
not be compared as the items included differed 
in the two years. In the three-year course 
teachers college the budget is increased; in 
the two-year normal schools reporting a 
budget, one shows an increase, two a decrease.
